Mr. Vincent sraduated in Aru with 
rir.1t n.tnk Honors In Clasnlcs In 1307. 
and took his M.A. degree the follow- 
ing year." In the short space ot 
eleven years since he entered the 
teaching profession he not only won 
for himself a position of importance 
and responslbillt>;, as principal of a 
large citj- school, but .ilso obtained a 
knowledge of educational conditions in 
the Province which was quits remark- 
able in so young a man. As a natural 
result of his work among the boys and 
fiirlB of a crowded rlty district ,he 
bccarau acqiiiiintod with the serious 
cunditionf; prcvaliinK in Montreal on 
account of the lack of compulsory 
school attendance and saw the urgent 
need for reform. He devoted himself 
heart and soul to the cause of the 
children of the Province, and, as

toiulance Law. Only those who have 
been Intimately associated . with .Mr. 
Vincent in this . work knoW: the enor- 
mous amount of research, compilation 
of statistics, and writing of newspaper 
articles that he personally undertook. 
Last summer he devoted himself to 
writing a history of the Compiilsory 
Kducation Movement in Quebec from 
its'' inceptipn many years ago; and at 
the time of his death, he was engaged 
on another very important piece of 
research work, dealing with the fin- 
ancial aspect of education in the Pro- 
vince. ^ 

.Mr. Vincent's whole-hearted devo- 
tion to the interests ,of the children 
naturally brought him .Into close 
tpuch wiUi various other organized 
efforts to Improve conditions, especi- 
ally that of the Antl-Child-Labor Lea- 
gue, of which he was an active mem- 
ber. Air V.lncent was also associated 
with the inauguration of The Teachers' 
Magazine, the new official organ of 
the Provincial Association of Protest- 
ant Teuchors, and was an Associate 
Editor. In his capacity of Vice-Pré- 
sident of the Association, be was In- 
defatigable in his effor^ to raise .the 
status of teachers, and took, an active 
part In the various campaigns that 
have been, and are being, conducted to 
this end.
